The zesult is that a strong rebellion has broken out in 
his kingdom, which he appears to be unable to quell. The 
Pioneer says that the British Government will not probably 
send any troops to Afghanistan for the Amir’s assistance, 
heeause the Government thinks that its interference in the 
civil war would revive the old distrust and enmity of a large 
portion of the Afghén population, which it has been continu- 
ally. endeayouring to remove since the termination of the 
Jast Afgh4n . war. It is no doubt a matter of great satisfac- 
tion to natives khat no troops will be sent to Afghanist an.

The 
proposal is opposed to the Statute of 1833 and the Royal 
Proclamation of 1858, and, if adopted, would bring the Bri- 
tish Government into disrepute. Hence the adoption of the 
Proposal is simply out of the question. With reference to 
Sir Lepel Griffin’s: native civil service scheme, the Kok 
remarks that the scheme is a retrograde one and suited to 
the times which preceded the introduction of Lord Macav- 
lay’s educational system.
